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Huntersville History 
Mr. McNeel, 

If you will allow me I will try 
through your paper to answer 
questions from Ohio, Illinois, 
California, New York, Montana, 
Idaho and Florida that were asked 
regarding Huntersville in the article 
! wrote several moons ago. There 
are two cemeteries. One is on 
Curry Hill and the other one is 
called the McLaughlin cemetery. 
The old Civil War Cemetery is 
behind A. B. McComb’s home and 
(he state road probably took some 
of it by the place where Elihu 
Moore had his blacksmith shop It 
was tom down years ago when the 
road was built The lot owned by 
the Cantor family is behind and to 
the side of the Methodist Church. 1 
do not remember any of the 

Cantors. Otis Warwick lived in the 
Henry Grose house. They had 
daughters Gladys, Martha and 
Jewel. 

I do not know who lives in the 
Sheets house. I expect it is Nowlin 
Sheets and family. Nowlin is the 
youngest son of Anna and Price 
Sheets. The Wagner Hotel burned 
in about 1905 or 1906. George and 
Alice Wagner ran the hotel. I 
remember when it burned 

The house that was called the 
Dr, Everett Herold house burned 
when I was a teenager. It was near 
the Old Court House. The men, 
including my father, J. O. Curry, 
Mr. Grose. Elihu Moore, A. B. 
McComb, and other men in 
Huntersville, formed a bucket line 
and tried to save the house. It was 
so cold the water was frozen and 
they could only keep it from 
catching other places. 

Mrs. Oliver McKeevcr was the 
postmistress for several years. 
When she gave it up it was moved 
to what used to be Mr. Lock 
McClmtic’s law office, between 
Howard Barlows store and the 
Moore hotel. 

A person from Idaho wants to 
know about Joe Lowry’s store. 

J. C. Poling, whose wife was 
one of my first teachers, ran the 
store awhile. Mr. and Mrs. 
Buchanan, from Beaver Creek also 
ran it for a short lime. Stuart 
Boggs and his wife had the store 
awhile. Mr. Lowry took it over and 
ran it until it was closed. The lady 
who had the milliners shop in the 
store was Sarah Ann Elizabeth 
Stover. She made the hats and sold 
them. She made beautiful hats. She 
came from Churchville, Va., and 
was buried there. She had a nasty 
finger with a thimble on. She 
pecked Clare Worth. Grey and me 
on the head when we bothered her 
or made noise. 

The lady from New York 
wanted to know my church 
affiliation. Madaline Barlow 
McComb and I joined the old 
Presbyterian Church together. 1 
was fifteen. 1 was influenced by old 
uncle Billy Price who used to lead 
me home from church to eat some 
of my mother’s (Miss Nancyl fried 
chicken and bread. 

A lady from Florida wants to 
know who it was that stcxxl on 
their heads in the Methodist 
Church while Brother Joe Lowry 
was praying. It was Grey Lowry 
and yours truly. I had on black 
bloomers. Our feet were dangling 
between the seats and Fannie Doyle 
had to tell on us. My dad was 
outside looking in. He had heard 
rumors of my behaviour so he 
watched. I was grounded awhile. 

The school teacher the 
Montana lady wants to know 

about. There is a two-room school. 
My guess is that it is not used 
now. G. C. Poling and wife were 
the first teachers. I can remember 
they ran Lowry’s store and also 
taught school. Miss Maude 
Lockridge and Mrs. Poling were 
my first teachers. Mr. John S. 
Moore taught earlier. 

Mr. Silas and Dwight Walker 
were there for a couple of years or 
more. Mr. Graham Lowe also was 
a teacher. Mr. Brimlow, the 
Methodist minister, also taught 
there. The last one I remember was 
Mr. Longworth. Miss Clara Diehl 
also was a teacher. 

The first person buried in the 
Huntersville cemetery was 
Sherman Curry's mother. The 
second was my oldest sister Anna 
Grace Carey. She came home from 
Lewisburg Female Institute and 
contracted typhoid fever. Drs. Jim 
and Norman Price were her 
physicians. She died on Friday, 
Nov. 2, 1900. Her funeral was 
Sunday, Nov. 4 from the 
Presbyterian Church. Rev. William 
Price officiated. I will try to name 
most of the families who are buried 
there: Curry, Carey, Lockridge, 
Warwick, Barlow, Moore, Fisher, 
McComb, Grose, Lowry, 
Patterson, Doyle, Bare. Ginger, 
Kincaid. 


I am sure there arc others. 
1*herc were many people I did not 
know. 

1 believe I have answered all 
your questions.

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GIRL DROWNS IN KNAPPS 
CREEK 

Tragedy struck the County on 
the Fourth of July with the 
drowning of Angela K. Randle, 10, 
in Knapps Creek. The incident 
occurred in what is locally known 
as Alex’s Hole, located between 
Huntersville and Minnehaha 
Springs, about 7:30 p. m. 

Miss Randle, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, was at the popular 
swimming spot with her uncle, 
Jerry Stewart, of Mill Point, and 
his daughter, Michelle. 

At this place the creek is at 
least 12 feet deep but due to rains 
earlier in the week, the water was a 
foot or more deeper than normal. 
The water was also milky. 

The exact cause of the tragedy 
is not known. Mr. Stewart had 
gone to his vehicle in preparation 
to returning home when suddenly 
both girls were in trouble in the 
water. 

Danny Conn, of Durbar, who 
was fishing nearby, dove into the 
u.ater and was able to get Michelle 
to shore. However, Angela had 
slipped under the water and he was 
not able to find her. Randy Hall, of 
See ben, also attempted to save the 
young girl but was not able to do 
so. 

Rescue efforts were soon 
underway involving State Police, 
Marlinton Rescue Squad personnel, 
and the Sheriffs Department 
However, efforts to find the body 
were not successful until about 
11:30 p. m. The body was found 
by a State Police diver, CpI. Larry 
Williams, from Webster Springs. 
Cpi. Williams was in the water 
about 20 minutes. 
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
